San Francisco, Nov. SU. -- Thirteen 
were killed and fully 8a badly injured 
by the collapse of the roof of the Pacific 
Glans works here while it was crowded 
1 w ith men and boys w atching a football 
game on the field adjoining. 
About 75 
people fell through the roof upon the 
redhot furnaces and glass vats below. 
All wore horribly burned aud it is fear­ 
ed that in addition 
to the I!) deaths 
already reported there will be several 
more. 
The hundred men and boys had gath­ 
ered on the sheetiron roof of the glass 
works to obtain a free view of the an­ 
nual football game between Stanford 
and U niversity of California. 
About 20 
minutes after the game had commenced 
there was a crash plainly audible from 
tho football grounds and a portion of the 
roof went down. 
The fires in the furnaces had been 
started for the first time yesterday and 
the vats were full of liquid glass. 
It 
was upon theso that the victims fell. 
Somo were killed instantly aud others 
were slowly roasted to death. 
The few 
who missed the furnaces, together with 
the workingmen in the glass works, 
saved tho lives of many who lay uncon­ 
scious by pulling them away from their 
horrible resting place. 
Many of the injured were unconscious 
while 
others 
were 
hurried 
away, 
shrieking w ith agony, to tile hospitals. 
The Southern Pacific railway hospital 
was only two blocks away and was 
quickly filled. 
About 40 wounded were 
taken there. 
Others were sent to the 
St. Luke’s hospital aud the City Receiv­ 
ing hospital, to private residences aud 
other places. 
The roof of the glass works was a half 
block from the games, but the crowd at 
the game were two interested to see 
w hat was going on. 
People rushed 
through the crowd calling for doctors. 
Hundreds of people left the grounds and 
gathered about the fonso enclosing the 
glass works. 
News of the disaster 
spread rapidly aud thousands of auxious 
people quickly assembled. 
The m anager of the glass works real­ 
ized the danger beforo the accident oc­ 
curred and had sent for the police to 
compel the crowd to leave.
